CHAPTER 73.

AN ACT to amend section 4, of chapter 121, gen-
eral laws of 1879, entitled, * an act to secure to
children the benefit of an elementary educa-
tion,” and to repeal section 5, of the same chap-
ter.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
tn senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. Section 4, of chapter 121, of the gen-
eral laws of 1879, entitled, “an act to secure to
children the benefit of an elementary education,”
is hereby amended to read as follows: Section 4.
In case any parent, guardian or other person shall
fail to comply with the provisions of this act, said
parent, guardian, or other person shall be liable to
a fine of not less than five nor more than ten dol-
lars for the first offense, nor less than ten nor
more than twenty dollars for each and every sub-
sequent offense. Complaints for violation of the
provisions of this act may be made by any legal
voter in the school district wherein the offense is
committed; or in cases where the schools are under
the management of a board of education, by any
legal voter of the town, village or city wherein
the offense is committed. The action shall be
brought in the name of the state of Wisconsin,
before any justice of the peace, or any court hav-
ing competent jurisdiction, and all fines collected
in such actions shall be paid into the school fund.

SeEcTioN 2. Section 5, of chapter 121, general
laws of 1879, is hereby repealed.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
